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DETAILED ACTION 

In view or applicants arguments in the response dated 1 1-8-2006, the 
requirement for restriction dated 10-10-2006 is withdrawn and the following shall apply. 
Specifically, applicant argued that the restriction was improper because methods of 
independent claims 13, 26, 37, and 42, which define materially different processes, 
were grouped together rather than defined as separate groups.

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to system comprising mobile measuring device with 
model, classified in class 702, subclass 182. 

II. Claims 13-25, drawn to method including augmenting models using 
measurements, classified in class 702, subclass 118. 

III. Claims 26-36, drawn to method including directing a user to a location, 
classified in class 702, subclass 122. 

IV. Claims 37-41 , drawn to method including refining of measurements, 
classified in class 702, subclass 191. 

V. Claims 42-53, drawn to method including determining a best mode of use, 
classified in class 702, subclass 104.

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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
